Medicines, Safety and the Elderly 

Because older people cam often 
have la number of physiical prob- 
lems iat the same time, iit is very 
common for them to be taking 
many different drugs. Two or 
more medicines taken! at the same 
time can sometimes react hwith 
each other and produce harmful 
effects. For tis reason, it is im- 
portant to: tell each doctor. you go 
to about other drugs you ‘are talk- 
ing. This will allow the doctor to 
prescnibe the safest medicines for 
your sitwation, 

1. Take exactly the amount of 
drug prescribed by your doctor 
and follow the dosiage sichedule as 
closely ‘as possible. 

2, Medicines do not produce the 
same effects: in all people. For 
this. reason, you should never take 
drugs prescribed for ia friend or 
rellative, even though your symp- 
toms may be the same. 

3. Always tell your doictior ab- 
out past problems you tad «vith 
drugs, ‘and be sure to mention 
other drugs (including over-the- 
counter medicine) you are flaking. 

4. It may help to keep ia. daily 
record of the drugs you are tak- 
ing, especially if your treatment 
schedule is complicated or you 
ate taking more than one drug at 
a time. 

5. If child-proof containers are 
hard for you to handle, ask your 


pharmacist for easy-to-open con- 


tainers, Always be sure, however, 
that such containers are out of the 
reach of children. 

6. Make sure that you under- 
stand the directions printed on: the 
drug container and that the name 
of the medicine is clearly printed. 


Ask your pharmacist to use large 


type on: the label if you find ‘the 


regular label hard to read. 


7. Throw out. old medicines, 


since many drugs lose their effec- 
tiveness over time, 


8. Ask your doctor about side 


effects that may occur, about spe- 
cial rules for storage, and about 
which food or beverages, if any, 
to avoid,
